Balloting was light late this morning as voters went to the polls to decide 
the fate of a $500,000 bond issue to finance a new municipal fire complex 
and auxiliary facilities. 
There are 7,279 registered voters, including 25 who took out absentee 
ballots. 
Shortly after 10:15 a.m. today there were these indications of voting: 
City Fire Station on South G Street - 41 voted out of 394 registered voters; 
City Recreation Hall at Ocean Avenue and C Street - 37 voted out of 492 
registered; Alpha Club, Ocean Avenue and B Street - 18 voted out of 470 
registered; Pioneer Park - 29 voted out of 500 registered; Methodist Church- 
21 voted out of 500 registered; Christian Missionary Alliance - 41 voted out 
of 558 registered; Hapgood School - 50 voted out of slightly less than 500 
registered; Church of Christ - 28 voted out of 425 registered. 
Election officials predicted a heavier turnout as the noon hour approached 
and an even heavier response was expected between 5 and the closing of polls 
at 7 p.m. 
Polls will remain open until 7 p.m. today. 
Voting was being conducted at 15 consolidated precincts spread strateg­ 
ically over the city. 
A complete tabulation of the ballots and a decision on the will of the el­ 
ectorate was expected at an early hour following closing of the polls, accord­ 
ing to an assessment of Mrs. Wilma Thomas, city clerk. There is only one 
issue on the ballot. 
The city clerk’s office in the City Hall will serve as headquarters for the 
final tabulation and the city hall switchboard will be manned for public 
inquiry on the results. The number is RE 6-1261. 
There was no official prediction on the expected turnout. In April 1968 
slightly more than 51 per cent of the city’s 6,993 eligible voters went to 
the polls in the municipal election.

increases expected later 


Today’s issue requires a two-thirds maiority for passage. 
The bond issue would finance the building of a new fire station on city owned 
property at Maple Avenue and I Street, a fire alarm system in key locations 
of the city; training facility and testing area. 
The general obligation bonds will be retired with existing revenues 
being generated by the Civic Center Acquisition Fund— with no increase 
in taxes, according to Gene Wahlers, city administrator. The fund’s 10 
cent tax raises about $33,000 In revenue annually. 
Lompoc has an existing tax rate of $1 24. Wahlers told the Record this 
week the city’s preliminary budget shows no increase. 
There has been no organized opposition to the bond issue proposal, 
although a paid advertisement paid for by a “ Concerened Taxpayers,” 
group was printed in the June 2 issue of the Record. 
The bond issue the voters are being asked to approve is the first gen­ 
eral obligation bond issue to be put to the people since 1952 when the vot­ 
ers approved selling bonds to finance the swimming pool on East Ocean 
Avenue. The bond has now been retired and there is no other outstanding gen­ 
eral bond obligation before the city. The city’s only other outstanding bond is 
a revenue bond that is being used to p.»y for the new water plant on East 
North Avenue.

“ Any legislation that comes out of 
this committee must be directed at sav­ 
ings and loans,” said Albert Yuni, one­ 
time Washington, D C. speculator in real 
estate financing. “ I cannot in my wildest 
dreams believe they did not know what 
was going on. They had to.” 
S.B. mayor 
criticizes 
oil decision 


SANTA BARBARA, Calif. (UPI) — 
Mayor Gerald Firestone says it may 
take a ‘’million years” to solve the 
Santa Barbara channel oil problem if 
the recommendations of a special pres­ 
idential panel are followed. 
The panel, headed by President Nix­ 
on’s science adviser, 
Dr. Lee A. 
Durbridge, recommended Monday that 
the ‘‘only way” to prevent oil spillage 
in the channel was to pump the sub­ 
merged oil field dry. It concluded it 
would 
be less hazardous to proceed 
with development of the Union Oil Co. 
well than to attempt to seal it with the 
field intact. 
The well blew out last Jan. 28, spill­ 
ing about 230,000 gallons of crude oil 
into the channel before it was capj**d 
11 days later. The oil contaminated boats 
and miles of beaches. Oil continues to 
leak from fissures around the wall. 
‘‘If you follow the logic of the pres­ 
idential panel,” Firestone said, ‘‘why 
not put 1,000 wells out there? Then 
maybe in a million years we won’t 
have a problem.” 
He said the city’s official position 
is to stop all drilling and remove the 
platforms. 


Using a blackboard and chalk, Yuni 
described what part the savings and loan 
industry plays in mortgage financing op­ 
erations that inflate the price of a home 
by 50 per cent overnight. 
The subcommittee, chaired by Rep. 
Leonor K. Sullivan D-Mo., opened week- 
long hearings Monday on abuses in the 
real estate financing industry. 
The key to the whole financing opera­ 
tion is the “ straw,” a temporary buy­ 
er who actually represents the specula­ 
tor, according to Yuni. 
The home owner sells his house to the 
“ straw” for, say, $10,000. The “ straw” 
in turn immediately deeds the house to 
the speculator for $13,000 on paper. 
This permits the speculator to get a 
$9,000 mortgage from a savings and loan 
company instead of the $7,000 mortgage 
available on the home at the lower 
valuation, said Yuni. 
At this point, the speculator has so 
far invested only $1,000 of his own mon­ 
ey. He spends a few hundred dollars 
painting the house and making some 
minor repairs and then resells it for 
perhaps $15,500 to a buyer short on 
cash and able to supply a (town payment 
of only $1,000, canceling out the specula­ 
tor’s original investment. 
The new buyer assumes the $9,000 
savings and loan mortgage plus a sec­ 
ond mortgage of $5,500 from the specu­ 
lator to meet the $15,500 selling price 
minus the down payment. 
The speculator then sells his $5,500 
second mortgage to a mortgage inves­ 
tor for about $4,000 clear money minus 
a few hundred dollars already spent for 
repairs. 
“ I ’m not an attorney. I ’m not a cru­ 
sader,” Yuni told the committee. “ But 
the speculator cannot put his money into 
it. He needs the savings and loan.” 
Another witness, Maryland State Rep. 
Charles A. Doctor, said savings and 
loans can skirt laws against “ self deal­ 
ing” by getting other associations to 
make loans to their clients in return for 
sim ilar loans to customers of the coop­ 
erating association.

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President s peace quest 
begins; first stop S.D.

WASHINGTON (UPI)— President Nix­ 
on today began a peace mission that 
takes him from a small South Dakota 
college to the Midway Islands in the 
Pacific Ocean. 
This peace quest involved not only 
war in Southeast Asia, but unrest and 
violence in America. He will meet next 
Sunday on Eastern Island of the Midway 
group, about 1,100 miles beyond Hawaii, 
with President Nguyen Van Thieu of South 
Vietnam. 
En route, however, Nixon scheduled 
two major addresses. First, this after­ 
noon at General Beadle College in Mad­ 
ison, S.D., where he will concentrate on 
what the White House described as 
“ basic values of America currently un­ 
der challenge.” Liberally translated, 
this meant campus unrest, violent de­ 
monstrations and what Nixon regards as 
dangerous spillage of public respect 
for law and order. 
The Chief Executive was to leave 
Washington 
at 
noon 
EDT for Sioux 
Falls, S.D., switching there to a heli­ 
copter to take him to the Madison 
campus in time for a 4 p.m. EDT 
address and dedication at a library 
honoring Sen. Karl E. Mundt, R-S-D. 
After the South Dakota ceremony, 
the President planned to fly during the 
afternoon to Colorado Springs, Colo, 
where he will make the commencement 
address Wednesday morning to the Air 
Force Academy's senior class. 
The White House said the Air Force 


Academy speech would involve “ the 
United States role in the world and the 
role of defense in our society.” 
Wednesday afternoon, after the Col­ 
orado Springs ceremony, the President 
planned to fly to his new California 
coastal residence at San Clemente, south 
of Los Angeles, and spend most of 
three days there, boning up on position 
papers related to Thieu and South Viet­ 
nam, in addition to working on a num­ 
ber of entirely domestic matters. 
Before leaving Washington today, Nix­ 
on summoned an unusual joint meeting 
of the Cabinet and the National Sec­ 
urity Council (NSC), ostensibly to hear 
a first hand report from Secretary 
of State William P. Rogers on his re­ 
cent eight-nation tour of the Far East. 
Rogers will accompany the president 
to the Sunday meeting with Thieu, as 
will Defense Secretary Melvin R. Laird 
and other senior policy men in the 
government. 
Ambassador Henry Cabot Lodge, chief 
U.S. negotiator at the Paris talks, will 
accompnay Nixon, Rogers and Laird to 
Midway. The State Department said Mon­ 
day Lodge is scheduled to return to 
Washington Thursday, then fly to Hawaii 
with Rogers Saturday to meet the Pres­ 
ident. 
Nixon planned to remain at San Clem­ 
ente until Saturday morning, spend that 
night on Waialae Beach at the Kahala 
Hilton Hotel in Honolulu, then set out 
early Sunday morning by jet transport 
for Midway, a flight of about three 
hours from Honolulu.

The Melbourne rescued the others from 
the after section of the split ship. 
All but one of the survivors

later transferred to the USS Kearsarge, 
an antisubmarine aircraft carrier.

She lies smashed on a reef In the Pa­ 
cific 200 miles south of San Diego. Lar- 
rabee and seven persons who sailed with 
him on the majestic yacht’s last voyage 
are missing. The body of a ninth has 
been pulled from the sea by Mexican 
fishermen. 
The wreckage of the Goodwill was dis­ 
covered Sunday on Sacramento Reef, four 
miles off this fishing village In the Mex­ 
ican state of Baja California. 


She was identified Monday by Mario 
Marrs, an employe of Larrabee, a mil­ 
lionaire machine shop operator from 
Huntington Park, Calif. Marrs flew over 
the reef in a U S Coast Guard search 
plane. 
Lifeboats of the Goodwill were miss­ 
ing. Coast Guardsmen speculated Larra­ 
bee and his party might have tried to 
reach the waterless, lnhospitalble coast. 


The vessel was reported missing May 
27 with Larrabee, 67, and his eight com­ 
panions, after she failed to complete a 
voyage from Cabo San Lucas at the 
southern tip of Baja California to the 
resort of Ensenada. Sacramento Reef lies 
about 
110 miles south of Ensenada. 


The body of a teen age boy believed 
to have been a member of the party 
was found floating in the water off near­ 
by San Geronlmo Island. He was not 
immediately identified. 
The Goodwill had been the focal point 
of Larrabee’s life since he bought her 
in 1950 from the A. G Spalding sport­ 
ing goods family for a bid of $35,000. 
Twelve die as fire guts 
Kansas City apartments 


KANSAS CITY, Mo. (UPI)— Fire 
raced through a three-story brick apart­ 
ment building early today, killing 12 
persons, including eight children. An 
infant died in the arms of his fattier 
who leaped from a blazing window. 
About 60 residents of the apartment 
building , most of them in night clothing, 
were led or were carried down ladders. 
One entire family of six was killed. 
Most of the dead lived on the top 
floor and were killed before they could 
flee by the flames which raced up a 
shaft inside the building, Jolin Halioran, 
city fire director said. 
“ The fire apparently started in a dumb­ 
waiter - type shaft on the first floor and 
mushroomed up to the third floor,” 
Halioran said. 
“ The entire third floor is gutted,” 
he said. 
“ That’s where most of the 
victims were. The first and second 
floors had mostly smoke and water 
damage.” 
Mrs. Mary Cohen, owner of the build­ 
ing occupied mostly by families of lab­ 
orers and white-collar workers, said 
she was awakened “ by 
a little noise 
and when 1 went to find out about it 
I ran into smoke and fire.” 


The bodies of six children were found 
in the ruins of what had been the top 
floor of the three-story building. 
Lawrence Smith, who lived in the 
building, grabbed his 5-monttv-old son 
Harry in his arms and jumped from a 
window when flames engulfed his apart­ 
ment. The infant died at Mercy Hospital. 
The father was seriously injured. 
Smith's wife Barbara and another 
of their children were killed. 
Eleven fire companies, handicapped 
at times by inadequate water pressure 
on the hilltop site, fought the flames 
for hours before they could enter the 
building to reach for bodies.

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Council to continue 
study of employe aids 


A study of insurance and re- 
lated benefits available to city 
employes will be before City 
Council when it meets tonight. 
The study recommends sutv 
stantial increases in benefits 
in certain areas. 
The study was prepared by 
t h e 
Insurance 
Committee 
composed 
of 
City 
Attorney 
James Longtin, Councilwoman 
Charlotte Benton, and Robert 
C. 
Lilley, 
representing the 
Lompoc Insurance Assoc. 
In a statement to the City 
Council, Longtin noted that if 
council approves the recom­ 
mendations, specifications will 
be drafted to invite competi­ 
tive bids on group health and 
group life insurance programs. 
The study discusses the in­ 
surance benefits in three areas 
including group health, 
group 
life and the city's pension plan. 
Eighty 
employes presently 
have an optional health insur­ 
ance plan with the city paying 
one-half the premium cost. The 
annual cost to the city is $20,- 
700. Premium rates, paid by 
both city and employe are $9.- 
45 for the employ only; $22.95 
for employ and spouse; and 
$20.42 for employ and family. 
The 
insurance 
committee 
says that the present plan is 
deficient in many areas and 
recommends that hospital care 
be increased from 70 days to 
365; payment for hospital care 
be 
based 
on twobed rooms 
instead 
of three-bed 
units; 
surgical payments be increa^ 
ed to 1909 levels; that the $3 
per day doctor-call in the hos­ 
pital be increased; non-hospi- 
talized diagnostic and X-ray 
benefits be increased to $100 
from $35; and that maximum 
age for dependents be upped 
from 19 years to 21 years of age 
and that extended benefit max- 
imums be raised from $10,000 
to $20,000. 
The study recommends that 
council invite a competitive bid 
on the health insurance incor­ 
porating in the specifications 
the suggested increases in bene­ 
fits. 
The study also recom­ 
mends that the city continue 
with its policy of having the 
employe pay one-half the pre- 


mium costs. Present annual 
cost to the city for its contri­ 
bution is $20,700. 
The city’s present group life 
insurance plan provides term 
and accidental death and dis­ 
memberment insurance to all 
employes desiring such cover­ 
age. Premium are computed on 
the basis of each individual’s 
age in accordance with a set 
schedule. The monthly rate for 
an employe age 21 is twenty-four 
cents per $1,000 compared to 
$2.51 per $1,000 for an employe 
age 60. The city pays one-half 
the premium cost. The 1909 
cost to the city was $10,589. 
The 
insurance 
committee 
said there are definite discrep- 
ancies in the present group life 
insurance plan and suggests that 
these discrepancies be dealt 
with be creating three classes 
of employes. The plan would 
provide an average of $14,000 
per employe at a cost of $7.50 
per month per employe. 
The study made no recom­ 
mendations regarding the city’s 
retirement plan, describing it 
as “ very adequate for all em­ 
ployes.” Both the city and the 
employe make contributions in­ 
to the retirement system with 
the amount of the employe’s 
contribution depending upon his 
age at time of entry into the 
system. 
During 1968, the retirement 
system cost a total of $190,- 
044 with the citv paying $110,- 
140 of that toal. 
Also included in the study 
is the recommendation that the 
city create a deferred compen­ 
sation plan for the benefit of 
all employes who wish to par­ 
ticipate. The plan provides a 
means whereby persons may de­ 
fer payment of their taxes until 
a time in the future when their 
tax picture may be more bene­ 
ficial to them. The plan would 
be at no cost to the city other 
than administrative costs which 
were put at $100 annually. 
In addition to insurance and 
related benefits, city employes 
rceive 
benefits 
including: 
workmen’s compensation, sick 
leave, paid vacation, bereave­ 
ment leave, paid holidays and 
overtime pay for certain jobs.

“ Temperance Colony” is one of the 
most significant of table themes for 
Alpha Club’s 47th annual flower show to 
be held June 28-29 in Veterans Memor­ 
ial Hall. Attuned to the Lompoc Flow­ 
er Festival theme, “ Lompoc’s History 
in Flow ers,” are the 18 table titles un­ 
der which arrangements may be entered. 
Earliest history of the city reveal it 
as a temperance colony founded in 1874, 
a haven for teetotalers. Many of the 
founding fathers and mothers tried forci­ 
bly to keep the town “ dry.” 
Accounts of their efforts include one 
that occurred in May 1880. A very de­ 
termined Mrs. J.B Pierce, wielding a 
heavy ax, dealt a mighty blow to a cask 
labeled Epsom Salts Solution, spilling 
more than 30 gallons of Kentucky bour­ 
bon onto the floor of Green’s Pharmacy. 
After Green recovered sufficiently from 
the shock, he armed himself with a load­ 
ed pistol and sloshed out onto Ocean 
Ave. in pursuit of Lompoc’s C arrie Na­ 
tion and her female troop. There he 
came face to face with a group of citi­ 
zens armed with a new rope, from the 
end of which dangled a hang-man’s noose. 
Druggist 
Green 
dispensed 
no more 
liquor. 
An innkeeper ceased serving intoxi­ 
cants after the irate wife of a patron 
secreted a stick of stovewood, center- 
filled with gunpowder, into the hotel 
woodbox. 
Late one night in May, 1881, a dyna­ 
mite charge sent the roof of Walker’s 
store soaring. A tremendous explosion 
heard for miles, accompanied the col­ 
lapse of the second floor of the struc­ 
ture. Next day the Lompoc Record re­ 
ported: “ Whether it was caused by an 
earthquake, a nihilist from Russia, or 
whom, it is impossible to say . . . The 
general opinion prevails that Lompoc is 
not a healthy place for saloons . . . 
Anyone looking for a location for a 
saloon should not select a community... 
where “earthquakes” are so prevalant 
and destructive.” 
A group of ladies, hearing that a 
barrel of spirits was to be ‘imported’ 
by one of Lompoc’s Irish farm ers, for­ 
mulated a plan of destruction. Their 
plans became known, however, and the 
shipment was re-routed to the safety of 
a haystack. The ladies arrived at night, 
to be greeted by the man with a lan­ 
tern in hand, and dressed in only the 
top of his sleeping garments. The ladies 
were only slightly daunted, and continu­ 
ing their mission, scrabbled down the cel­ 
lar stairs, bent on destroying the bar­ 
rel of liquor. When someone from the 
top of the stairs threw down a bucket 
of liquid with a warning shout of “ It’s 
kerosene! He’s going to burn us up,” 
the ladies did not wait for one hundred 
per cent proof of fact. They disbursed 
to their homes immediately. The man 
lived content ever after. 
Probably one of the best knownevents, 
is that about the establishment which 
was supplying booze to a certain ele-

Their chagrin and 
anger were added to determination, and 
the group did succeed in victoriously 
toppling the edifice and dragging it half 
a block — bottles and barrels spilling 
enroute, to where it was left on a 
vacant lot. 
Efforts of the colony leaders were 
finally overcome, however, and licensed 
saloons were eventually permitted by a 
vote of the people.

Howell and Anderson, as a 
result of their play in their 
senior years this past season, 
were named co-players of the 
year in the voting of league 
varsity baseball coaches con­ 
ducted by area news media. 
They were two of four sen­ 
iors named to the first team. 
The two dominated the league 
in various departments at the 
plate as well as serving as

His play in the outfield— and 
his batting eye— kept him in 
this position for the rem ainder 
of the season even after Schütz 
returned to a regular spot in 
the lineup. 
Howell batted .339 
for league with a total of

hits. 
Anderson was named because 
of his outstanding ability— des­ 
pite playing on the last place 
team in the league. Anderson 
wound up the season with a 
league batting average of .460, 
second only to the .467 clip set 
last year by John Lizalde of 
Righetti. 
The Lompoc senior outfield­ 
er was one of four Lompoc play­ 
e rs selected for first team sel­ 
ection.

There are lots of salmon in 
the bay and to make m atters 
even easier, the DFG raised the 
lim it of fish from two to three 
— the original lim it before so- 
called 
emergency 
m easures 
were taken to preserve the fish 
for spawning runs. The DFG, 
however, 
claim s 
the closure 
met with a m easure of success 
and that more salmon were ob­ 
served on the Sacramento Riv­ 
e r spawning beds. 
How much credence can be 
lent to this is a m atter of 
conjecture for this change of 
face as far as helping the fish 
population. It was also decided 
that it was not necessary at 
this time to make any recom ­ 
mendation to the legislature 
with regard to changing the com­ 
m ercial fishing regulations. 
Salmon are increasing in size 
with 
one 23 - pounder being 
caught by an angler fishing 
from the Alaskan party boat out 
of Avila. The holiday weekend 
saw many anglers out with a 
good average take before winds 
came up. Last week’s catch tal­ 
lied by the harbor boat launch­ 
ing facility was 127 boats with 
165 salmon, both of the king 
and silver varities. 
Surf fishing has also been bet­ 
ter with some fair sized fish 
taken out of the ocean below the 
Oceano, Beach ramp. However, 
probably the best fishing has 
been down the beach near the 
mouth of Oso Flaco Creek. The 
sand there is firm and safe for 
the careful driver who watches 
the tide. 
Beyond Oso Flaco 
C reek the sand is soft and def­ 
initely not a safe place to trav­ 
el unless one is specially equip­ 
ped for driving on the sand such 
as four wheel drive vehicles 
or beach buggies. 
Reports from the Morro Bay 
area report a few salmon have 
been spotted with a few caught 
on party boats operating out of 
V irge’s Landing. If conditions 
warrant, special salmon boats 
will begin operating in the near 
future. 
Lopez Lake is still the best 
bet 
for 
trout 
fishing. Many 
lim its are being taken with a 
planting having been made just 
prior to the holiday. The crowds 
of anglers there with the most 
know-how were those doing the 
best at that lake. 
Youngsters 
at Lopez Lake 
took their toll of small sun- 
fish, which unfortunately, are 
all too prevalent. There is not 
much that can be done to reduce 
the population but they make 


good sport for the junior fish­ 
ermen. 
The furor between water ski­ 
ers, sail boaters and fisher­ 
men at Lopez seem s to have 
died down. From what we have 
been able to observe, all are 
getting along quite well. 
Last week a planting of trout 
was made in the Davey Brown 
and Manzana Creek area in 
Santa 
B arbara County. This 
area may be at the end of its 
season, however, as warming 
weather will shortly bring along 
closures due to extreme fire 
hazards. 


Cachuma Lake has been good 
for bass and bluegill although 
trout are rather scarce with 
the odd lunker being taken by 
those trolling in deep water. 
The report on fishing in the 
north central w aters in Cali­ 
fornia is not encouraging, ac­ 
cording to PG£E stream scouts. 
Showers in the high country 
and warm weather are changing 
water conditions. The melting 
snow pack is making itself felt 
in many stream s.. Most high el­ 
evation lakes still are inacces- 
sable with rivers and creeks 
muddy and roily. The advice is 
to stay home at the present and 
fish the local waters. 


Fay Arnett, director of the 
DFG, reports that botulism con­ 
trol efforts have started with 
confirmation of the first water­ 
fowl losses of the year in the 
San Joaquin Valley. DFG offi­ 
cials met with U.S Army Corps 
of Engineers to workout the pos­ 
sibility of alleviating losses in 
the Tulare Lake Basin of Kings 
County by additional levee con­ 
struction at the Sands Ridge 
Reservoir. 
The corps will investigate the 
feasibility of such building to 
eliminate feather edges on the 
reservoir. Biologists say that 
the shallow ponds, with feather 
edges, are especially prone to 
produce 
botulism 
situations. 
Ponds that are at least two 
feet deep lessen the possibility 
of disease. 
Botulism is caused by a com­ 
mon bacteria which lives in the 
soil, particularly in alkaline 
areas. As the bacteria grows, 
it gives off waste products; 


This toxin, taken by ducks 
during feeding, causes the di­ 
sease. Control methods include 
surveilance, herding of birds 
away from problem areas once 
an outbreak begins, picking up 
sick birds, pickup and disposal 
of dead and draining of Infected 
areas where possible.

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Evergreen: the saga of people, prophets and pioneers 


RELIQUARIES, elaborate and encased behind glass, are seen in these two 
examples of monument art. In the foreground, Refugio A. Castillo is remem­ 
bered with this stone purchased in Mexico and brought back by the family. 
According to a family member, the liberal translation for the inscription 
reads: “ He left behind good memories (of virtue and kindness). He will never 
be forgotten in our hearts as long as we live. May he rest in peace. From 
his wife, sons and daughters.” 


JAPANESE section in the northeast pah of the cemetery harbors about 35 
graves. Some are inscribed in Japanese, others in English. Above, the head­ 
stone of an infant reveals two names: the deceased Buddhist name of Shaku 
Seikan Doji and the earthly name of Ishida, nasao. The child was born in Wa­ 
kayama-Ken or Wakayama Prefecture, Japan, and died June 17, era of second 
year of Taisho, 1913. A monument was erected in the section in 1959 by the 
local Japanese Association, in memory of the Japanese pioneers of Lompoc 
Valley. 


CHILD mortality was a common thing in the days of the early West. Two 
lambs top the headstones of Marvin and Evelyn Rena Arkley, ages five 
months 14 days and one year, two months. The son died in 1886, the daugh­ 
ter in 1890. Present day Evergreen Cemetery has a special section for in­ 
fants near the entrance, partially populated by a number of stillborn babies 
from World War II years, say officials. 


VANDALS toppled the cross, a storm felled a tree limb across this brick 
and concrete replica of a Catholic Church, which rests over a grave in the 
original Catholic section. The inside of the church once housed miniature orn­ 
aments and furnishings before time and vandals took their toll. The tree 
branch has since been removed by cemetery maintenance men. Although 10 
acres was apparently selected for Evergreen as early as 1875, records Indi­ 
cate that it officially came into existence as a public cemetery in 1880, at 
which time the southwest quarter was assigned to Catholics. It has since over­ 
grown its boundaries to incorporate with other burial areas. 


FIVE WIVES had Orson Peck, Lompoc pioneer and hardware merchant. He 
and his first wife, Lydia, were married for 40 years when she died in 1875. 
It was the Lompoc Colony’s first death and funeral. One of Peck’s sons be­ 
came one of the first Lompoc Evergreen Cemetery trustees. Peck’s grave 
is at the far left, followed by dutiful wives, Hannah Jane, Ann S., Sarah, Rach­ 
el and Lydia. He expired at age 91, 17 months after the death of his fifth 
wife, Hannah Jane, 61. 


CAMEO portraits on headstones were popular until recent times. Officials 
say the ones at Evergreen Cemetery were made by a firm in Chicago. A 
photocopy of the original black-and-white photo is tightly sealed under sev­ 
eral layers of the plastic coating and baked in a ceramic oven onto a porce­ 
lain backing. A convex outline is then sandblasted in a granite headstone to 
meet the shape of the cameo. Apoxy cement permanently affixes the cameo to 
the marker. 


MURDERED by an Indian or Indians, Mary Sargent’s death was vindicated 
by a posse, who performed the only known lynching in this area. The young 
matron and her husband, Jack Sargent, lived near the mouth of Drum Canyon 
east of Lompoc. On Apr. 2, 1881, she was murdered and dragged from her 
horse, enroute to a neighbor's farm. Her body was discovered the next day at 
11 a.m. An enraged posse tracked down a suspect, Franscisco Car minus, a 
young 
Indian 
sheepherder from 
the Sanjacota Indian Reservation. At 
first he told of witnessing the murder by an older Indian man, said he only 
buried the body. Apparently caught in a web of incriminating evidence, how­ 
ever, he was purportedly hanged on the spot. Mrs. Sargent was the sister of 
Sherman Huyck’s first wife, the former Effie Kelley. She is believed to be the 
only white woman ever killed by an Indian in the Lompoc-Santa Ynez Valley 
area. 


GIN CHOW, the Chinese prophet, was a truck farmer in the Lompoc-Santa 
Barbara area. He correctly predicted the local hot summer and floods of 
1931-32. 
Though many of his forecasts were locally oriented, he predicted 
the great Yokohama earthquake in 1923 and the Santa Barbara tremblor of 
June 29, 
1925. He allowed himself no alibis in his forecasts: he was either 
right or 
wrong. In 1931, he prophesized a World War n and its complete ter­ 
mination in 1947 and that war would stop after 1983. He added that the destiny 
of China and the U.S. are tied up together. Though some of his predictions were 
late, he 
said, “ I no care. Lots of men get laugh at. They laugh and scorn 
and throw rocks at Jesus Christ, didn’t they?" 
ANGEL beneficently stands guard over the grave of Angelita Garcia. It is 
the only one of its kind in Evergreen Cemetery, which has some 4,000 graves, 
including those of war veterans.

University of Minnesota and 
Macalester College —and he 
devotes three full days every 
two weeks to them.

He was, in fact, 
approached once by a publisher 
to write a book telling all he 
knows about his actor friends. 
He rejected the offer out ol 
hand. He is knowledgeable, and 
he is tough enough, but he is 
also an honorable man.

Law enforcement authorities are becoming concerned over 
rising private purchases of chemical spray weapons for self- 
defense on the order of the well-known “ Mace,” which thou­ 
sands of police departments now have in their riot-control 
arsenals. 
According to Joseph A. Page, associate professor of law 
at Georgetown 
University, at least 20 firm s are capitalizing 
on the current widespread fear of crim e and are selling 
“ a tremendous number of spray weapons to anyone with money 
to buy.” 
As could be expected, it is not just the police or the law- 
abiding citizenry who are arming themselves chemically. 
The New York Times reports that four bandits used a chem­ 
ical spray to momentarily blind two armored car guards in 
a Brooklyn department store and get away with $350,000. 
The same technique was used by robbers who raided a Man­ 
hattan bar and grill. 


Page is urging Congress to impose some stiffer re stric­ 
tions. “ At the present time there is no control over the quali­ 
ty of m aterials used in the sprays,” he says. “ Very little is 
really known about their effect on people. And there is vir­ 
tually no control over who is buying them.” 


It will be interesting to see if the gun lobby leaps into the 
fray. After all, it would seem that the same arguments that 
apply to firearm s apply to chemical arm s. For instance: 


—The American people have the inalienable right to keep 
and bear arm s. Surely this constitutional guarantee includes 
chemical arm s, all the more so since they do not kill but 
merely maim. 
—Take chemical weapons away from the people and the only 
people who will have them will be crim inals. 
—Spray cans don’t spray people; people spray people.

To the Editor: 
Effective June 12, 
1969, the Federal 
Communications 
Commission ruling,

Deficit yes, 
in the tax-payers weekly or monthly 
pay check should we submit to their de­ 
mands.

The FCC is very generous in permit­ 
ting) the public to view comedies, game 
shows, and sporting events over public 
a ir channels.

Red strategy 


LISBON: The NATO problem in this 
member nation is that its soldiers, in 
total, have been drawn away from the de­ 
fense of Western Europe. As the Reds 
have pinned us down in far-off Vietnam, 
so have the Reds weakened NATO by 
forcing this member to commit 80,000 
troops to far-off Africa. 
There they face, as we do in North 
Vietnam, guerrilla cadres — many train- 
ed in the U.S.S.R., Red China and Cas­ 
tro’s Cuba and totally equipped by these 
sponsors. 
The chief direction 
for the terro rists is 
in Leipzig, East Ger­ 
many, where the so- 
called African Revolu­ 
tion Front has its head­ 
quarters. And as the 
war in Vietnam could 
not be continued for 
30 days without Rus­ 
sia’s aid, neither could 
the warfare in Portu- * 
gal’s 
Mozambique 
and Angola. 
The battlefields are far larger than 
ours. Angola is scattered across an 
area nearly half the size of Western 
Europe. The epicenter of the war is 
along the Benuela Railway, a vital link 
between the central African copper re­ 
gions and the Atlantic seaboard. The war 
in Mozambique, in turn, is now seeing 
a new and undisclosed expansion. 
Portuguese officials here tell me that 
the epicenter of the Red attack is moving 
now from Mazambique’s northern agri­ 
cultural regions to the vital Tete district. 
There work has just started on a joint 
Portuguesu-South African project to build 
a 500-foot dam on the Zambezi river 
and an immense hydroelectric complex 
to generate power for southern Mozam­ 
bique and South Africa. 
All authorities I have talked with here 
and in Spain agree that this massive Ca- 
bora-Bassa project would have atrem en-

Municipal governments generally are 
rallying to oppose SB 1414 which would 
radically hike police salries and benefits 
A statement by the League of California 
C ities notes: 
“ We can agree that the 
crim e rate is high and that better sal­ 
aries are required, along with additional 
training, but we cannot agree that man­ 
datory legislation imposing an intolera­ 
ble burden cm cities and counties will 
solve either tlte crirme problem the re­ 
cruitm ent problem or the problem of 
relationships between police and all 
other local government employes.” 
Specifically the measure would pro­ 
vide the following: 1- The basic work 
year of policemen shall be 261 days 
and 2,088 hours a year, including all 
paid leaves and compensated time off. 
2- 
Minimum salaries to be paid by 
cities to policemen per year would 
range from $10,200 for policement hold­ 
ing a basic certificate issued by the Peace 
Officers Standards and Training Com­ 
mission to $16,500 for policemen hold­ 
ing the advance certificate issued by 
POST. These minimum salaries would 
be supplemented by mandatory step in­ 
creases of 5 per cent, as well as an­ 
nual adjustments based on the average 
percentage increase of the Los Ang- 
eles-Long Beach 
metrepolitan 
area 
and the San Francisco-Oakland area 
consumer price index for urban wage 
earners and clerical workers. 3- Local 
agencies would be required to com­ 
pensate policemen at one and a half 
tim es his regular rate of pay for any 
work in excess of his basic work day, 
double time for hours worked on Sun­ 
days, and triple time to the extent 
that overtime is put in on Sundays and 
or holidays. 4- A bonus shift of 10 pei 
cent of the regular rate of pay woulc 
have to be paid to all police officer: 
when working any shift falling whollj 
or partially between 6 p.m., of one 
day and 7 a.m. on the next day. 
And there are other benefits man 
dated by the bill. 
The League had opposed the bill earlj 
in May, but was apparently surprise« 
last week when it garnered enough votes 
to gain a favorable recommendation frorc 
the Senate Committee on Local Govern 
ment. The bill will now go to the Sen 
ate Committee on Finance. 
Obviously 
provisions of 
the bil 
would have a profound effect on mun 
icipal budgets which are even now beinj 
formed. It would be nice and completelj 
just to have police personnel paid on the 
basis provided by the bill, but then ii 
would be nice to have school teachers 
paid on the basis of justice, too, anc 
the school gardener and city street tret 
trim m er, etc.

Camp, first and foremost, should be a 
safe and healthy place to send my child, 
with plenty of good, nourishing food and 
with modem standards of sanitation. A 
registered nurse or medical doctor should 
live at camp. Activities like swimming 
and boating should be well supervised by 
competent personnel. 
Camp should have trees and mountains 
and gentle wildlife. There should be safe 
facilities for archery, swimming, boating 
and the like, and the chance to sit around 
an open campfire at night. 
But more important, who are the staff 
with whom I entrust my child? I want to 
have confidence especially in his cabin 
counselor. I expect him to take serious­ 
ly his responsibility and to look after 
the youngsters with understanding and 
sound judgment and with a respect for 
them as persons. 
Camp should be fun for kids. But it 
should be more than a playground or re­ 
sort. Camp can help me in raising my 
child . . . to manage himself and to find 
himself in relation to others, to nature, 
and to God. 
I don’t expect miracles from camp. 
But, I appreciate that all parents must 
look to other influences in a child’s world 
to help guide him along many of the di­ 
mensions of growing up.
